teacher, wboee worth and personality 

decides for all time to come the destiny 
of the children Intrusted to'her charge. 

.Inst at this point I want to call your 
attention to the splendid work done the 
past year by tlie Parent Teachers Asso- 
ciation. This association mined enough 
monei the past year to equip a sch<s»I 
kitchen and pay the salary of an effici- 
ent home economics teacher for the full 
year. 1 wish to congratulate the school 
on having one of the Iwst l'a rent Teach- 
ers Associations in the state. 

There is an educational awakening in 

every school in Kentucky, and Hick- 
man's, schools will Is- placed by her pa- 
triotic citizens in a position in tlie very 
foref rout of the onward movement for 
better and more thorough citizenship.
